(2)  If  after  giving  the  member  concerned  a reasonable  opportunity  for  showing 
cause  to  the  contrary,  an  officer  authorised  by  the  State  Government  is 
satisfied  that  the  loss,  waste  or  misapplication  of  any  money  or  other  property 
of  the  Board  is  a direct  consequence  of  misconduct  or  gross  negligence  on  his 
part,  the  officer  so  authorised  shall,  by  an  order  in  writing,  direct  such  mem- 
ber to  pay  to  the  Board  before  a fixed  date,  the  amount  required  to  he  reim- 
bursed to  it  for  such  loss,  waste  or  mis-applieation.* 

(3)  If  the  amount  is  not  so  paid,  it  shall  be  recovered  as  an  arrear  of  land 
rovonue  and  credited  to  the  fund  of  the  Board. 

{4)  Any  person  aggrieved  by  the  decision  or  action  of  the  officer  so  autho- 
rised may  apply  to  the  District  Court  within  one  month  of  the  deoision  or 
action  for  redress  of  his  grievance  and  that  court  may,  after  taking  such 
evidence  as  it  thinks  necessary,  confirm,  modify  or  remit  the  payment  to  the 
Board. 

26AB.  (1)  Where,  the  officer  authorised  in  this  behalf  by  the  State  Govern- 
ment is  of  the  opinion  that  any  person,  who  in  his  capacity  as  a member,

Provided  that  no  such  person  shall  be  so  detained  in  confinement  for 
a period  longer  than  one  calendar  month.  - •
